The prior art fails to disclose restoring original 
encoded data including temporarily truncated entire encoded data of the at least one 
frame in the group and automatically selecting a frame that is processed as the 
truncated code stream, wherein automatically selecting the frame that is processed 
automatically selecting a frame with less movement, frame having large camera 
vibration or frame that does not include a person. These features in combination with 
other features are not taught in the prior art. Claims 2-5, 7-12,17-25, 27-30, 32-36, 41- 
43, 45-48 and 50-52 depend on claims 1 , 26 and 44. Therefore are also allowable.
